Pat Fiorelli one four full-time 
mammal handler/trainers caring for the 
seals, sea lion and dolphins and doing 
four seven shows day aboard the Dis- 
covery.

‘ve never seen anybody who could 
look whale without having terrific 
reaction. the most graceful ani- 
mals I’ve ever seen. see them close 
like going into your backyard and find- 
ing dinosaur; mean you don’t simply 
say, ‘Oh yes, see.’ It’s day your life 
that you can’t reach any other 
Obsessed with all manner whales, 
biologist Roger Payne seems long for 
the days Herman Melville. 
searcher for the New York Zoological 
Society, Payne, who resides Lincoln, 
travels far and wide his whale-study 
assignments. And manages fit 
teaching Rockefeller University, lec- 
turing colleges and museums, and ap- 
pearances talk shows. Courtesy 
the Zoo, has also spent several years 
expeditions the remote regions 
where whales like congregate. 

Fascinated animal acoustics, Payne 
began studying whales years ago. 
Early his research, observed gams 
humpbacks off Bermuda and recorded 
their sounds. recalls, first time 
heard them was thunderstruck. dis- 
covered that this long, beautiful riga- 
marole sounds was, fact, 
This important finding resulted his re- 
cording Songs the Humpback 
Whale, perhaps one the least likely hits 
all time. (Originally released 1970 
and now available through Capitol, has 
sold 110,000 copies with little advertis- 
ing.)

Now, in- 
stead using simple kayaks and har- 
poons, the Eskimos have large motor 
boats from which they shoot exploding 
harpoons. result, the whales often 
escape and later die their wounds. Last 
year, Payne estimates, nearly 100 bow- 
heads died this manner, which promp- 
ted the International Whaling Commis- 
sion vote unanimously ban such 
abuses.

the WBZ investigative 
marked encouraging start for 
pioneering venture local tele- 

vision. The station and its parent 
company, Westinghouse, have 
come through with the moral and 
financial support they promised, 
and the reporters are naturally 
eager fulfill the expectations 
the corporate hierarchy and those 
the viewers. 

The format the first report 
was unprecedented: minutes’ 
worth material was shown 
the evening without any 
breaks for advertising. the end 
each 13-minute segment, how- 
ever, the pre-recorded story was 
interrupted that the I-Team’s 
reporter, Alan Lupo, could 
answer questions from anchor- 
man Tony Pepper, who played 
the part the dim-witted viewer 
who needed the salient points re- 
peated and explained. These ob- 
viously scripted exchanges were 
stilted and added little the pre- 
sentation. 

The report concerned some 
the ailments legislative bodies are 
heir to: ap- 
pearing before state agencies 
whose budgets they control, 
banker/legislators’ receiving 
favorable consideration from 
local banks, and others’ getting 
freebies and other perquisites 
from various special interests.

vanishing altogether.” 

The need for tele- 
vision has led the evolution 
system for newscasters not unlike 
that used theater or, for that matter, 
any large industry. station will hire 
reporter, typically young, attractive sort 
who can speak distinctly and who un- 
derstands the 
rule that unofficially governs much 
local news. That reporter may then 
move into one the bigger markets, like 
Boston, where she has chance 
spotted one the networks. Then 
stories the White House lawn instead 
the State House steps. Finally, the re- 
porter can hope reach New York and 
try break into the network newscasts. 

This system does not, course, mean 
that serious journalists cannot infiltrate 
television; indeed, Boston has more good 
reporters working for than most 
other cities. But does represent recog- 
nition that.in video news, content alone 
not enough hold viewer interest. 
thus cannot fairly compared other 
news media; its managers are constantly 
striving toward approach. that in- 
forms and entertains the same time. 
And its personalities are therefore under 
constant pressure measure the impor- 
tance story against its visual poten- 
tial and its possible effect the viewer 
who, according the accepted wisdom, 
wants feel with TV. 

Most responsible television execu- 
tives, including those Boston (who are 
among the more sophisticated the busi- 
ness), are fully aware the limitations 
news well its enormous poten- 
tial, and would never advise their view- 
news though this precisely what 
many viewers have done over the years. 
The implications this trend, particu- 
larly younger people who take for 
granted and may never exposed 
newspapers, places even greater 
responsibility news people (and, 
some would argue, government regula- 
tors). 


H... then, does one assess 


journalist? Neither description entirely 
accurate, and the question points the 
printed news, but rather measure its 
success how well meets its potential 
stimulate viewers showing not 
just telling what really news.

The Deer Island prisoner 
who three months ago helped 
trigger major investigation 
into brutality the jail has him- 
self run into curious string 
events since voicing the com- 
plaints the attorney 
office that led the probe.

Massachusetts economy bottomed out. 
January found the state with 9.1 per- 
cent unemployment rate. May, had 
climbed 11.3 percent. And there 
stayed, with minor monthly fluctua- 
tions, through December. 

Not since the Depression had many 
Massachusetts residents been collecting 
unemployment. Most the reasons for 
the slump were diffuse, the result na- 
tional international factors. Curing 
economic decline much like 
acold only the symptoms are clear. But 
Massachusetts had some unique prob- 
lems, not the least which was the na- 
tion’s most liberal system unemploy- 
ment compensation (UC). 

Nowhere America was easier for 
individual qualify for unemploy- 
ment collect benefits, and nowhere 
were the benefits better. One need have 
earned only $1200 the previous 
months qualify legitimate mem- 
ber the work force. Then, one wish- 
ed, one could simply quit job, wait for 
eight weeks and spend the next col- 
salary. 

The bulk those were victims 
the recession. But according data 
compiled the state Division Em- 
ployment Security (DES), approxi- 
mately percent those who queued 
monthly collect unemployment 
checks were there not because layoffs 
dismissals. They had left their jobs 
voluntarily and now were taking legal ad- 
vantage the state’s largesse. 

Their presence the lines had two ef- 
fects. For one, they helped inflate the 
unemployment rate. Since that 
simply measures the number people 
collecting and since other state 
could so-called ‘‘voluntary (VQs) 
qualify for unemployment compensa- 
tion for long period, Massachu- 
setts’s rate, which hit post-Depression 
high 11.9 percent mid-1975, was not 
true measure our problem, least 
when compared the more rigorous 
definitions our neighboring states.

Poires douillon 
(Pears sleeve) 
Serves four 

The poached pears from the 
previous recipe are wrapped 
pastry make the classic Poires 
douillon. Since this hardly 
instant dessert, unskilled pas- 
try-makers should beware: any 
overhandling the dough will 
cause toughen. Chill the pas- 
try both before rolling and after 
wrapping make easier 
handle. 

recipe poached pears red 
wine (already poached and cooled 
the sauce, without adding 
jelly); 

egg, beaten (for glaze); 

cup heavy cream, whipped 
(for serving). 

For the pastry: 

cups all-purpose flour; 

pinch salt; 
tablespoons butter, cup up;

Lift the cool pears from the 
poaching liquid and leave them 
plate until you are 
ready use them. (Keep the 


poaching liquid for another batch 
pears; use moisten other 
uncooked fruits.) 

For the pastry: sift the flour 
with the salt into bowl. Cut 
the butter and cream cheese with 
pastry blender (or two blunt 
knives) until the mixture re- 
sembles bread crumbs. Keep 
shaking the bowl back and forth 
mix the fats with the flour. 

Beat the egg with the ice water 
and stir into the flour form 
dough. Add another drop two 
ice water necessary, but not 
more than that. 

Turn the dough out lightly 
floured board and knead very 
gently until smooth. Shape 
the dough into flat square, wrap 
plastic film and refrigerate 
for minutes. 

Roll out the square dough 


lightly floured board, 


rectangular shape, you roll. 
When quarter-inch thick, 
cut into four squares. (If neces- 
sary, trim any rectangles into 
squares.) 

Brush each square with some 
the beaten egg (for the glaze) and 
sét pear standing the 
middle it. Bring all four cor- 
ners the stem cover the 
pear, carefully folding the bot- 
tom corners (at the larger end 
the pear) and sides one layer over 
the other make neat, flat edges. 


Use the egg seal any surfaces 
that are not already glazed. 

Cover all the pears with pastry 
this manner and set them 
barely greased baking sheet.

Newman pop’s 


quintessential cult figure. Though his 
following has steadily increased since the 
release his first album, Randy 
Newman Creates Something New Under 
the Sun, 1968 most reports place the 
sales his last two albums, Sail Away

somewhere between 200,000 and 300,000 
apiece Newman has never attracted 
truly sizable diverse audience, one that 
actually cuts across class cultural lines

Paul do. His fans, most 
part, are middle-class, educated and 
liberal; they are older than most pop 
audiences and undoubtedly like think 
themselves more sophisticated well. 
short, Randy Newman hero for 
people who have given pop music 
(or never liked much the first place). 
His lyrics are urbane, his music never 
blaring and his songs rarely heard 
radio (except for Three Dog hit 
That Newman perceived 
the antithesis pop the most 
disturbing irony about performer who 
has based almost all his work that 
device, because Randy Newman simply 
the most acute and purebred pop 
intelligence have. 

From the beginning his recorded 
career music has been 
drenched with pop references: from 
Stephen Foster Aaron Copland, jaze 
vamps R&B rumbles, Broadway 
musicals Hollywood soundtracks.

genres. obviously loves them for their 
humor, sentiment and ready-made 
identities.

Taken together, his songs create 
democracy sympathy: person less 
deserving than the other. Yet Newman

New York Festival: 
Pleasures and pains 


Wenders, Pasolini, Bresson ...

New York Film Festival, now 
its 15th season Lincoln Center, has 
none the mad, electric excitement 
horse-trading going the cor- 
ners, French beauties handed out 
Mercedes sports cars silver-haired 
producers, starlets and 
hustlers freeloading parties, beach, 
sunshine, bouillabaisse.

Wim Wenders, 32, not well 
known here the other young West Ger- 
mans, Fassbinder and Herzog, but time 
may surpass them both reputation 
and popularity. Wenders quite put 
all together The American Friend, 
but don’t see how anyone could see this 
film without thinking, man 
going make great film some day.” 
Flaws and all, The American Friend the 
best-acted, the most beautifully: photo- 
the most exciting and enter- 
taining work the New German Cinema 
yet shown this country. 


who admire Hitch- 


cock’s Strangers Train will immed- 
iately recognize some familiar elements 
here. Wenders’s film based Ripley’s 
Game, recent novel the American- 
born mystery writer, Patricia Highsmith, 
whose first work was the basis Hitch- 
cock’s great film. Strangers Train, 
the young psychopath played Robert 
Walker murdered the unpleasant wife 
tennis player Farley Granger and then de- 
manded that Granger murder his 
wealthy father way re- 
turning the favor. The exchange mur- 
ders, reasoned, would eliminate 
any obvious motives and make the crimes 
insoluble. variation this scheme 
The American Friend, Dennis Hopper, 
American art forger and freelance gang- 
ster, acquiesces plan trap or- 
dinary Hamburg art restorer and frame- 
maker, Bruno Ganz, into murdering 
Mafia bigwig; Ganz finally agrees be- 
cause he’s dying rare blood disease 
and needs the money support his wife 
and young son. Again, the motive disap- 
pears and the murder becomes 
The story has many minor char- 
acters, intriguing byways and convolu- 
tions (not all them clear); turns out 
that Wenders more interested his 
characters’ eerie psychological states and 
their insidious attempts dominate one 
another than exact recounting 
events. However, the central significance 
the story clear enough: Hopper, who 
first seems completely cynical and 
manipulative, comes admire and then 
love that stolid, family-bound, unimag- 
inative German craftsman, while Ganz, 
first appalled the insane new life he’s 
leading, discovers the exhilaration 
committing totally amoral act. The 
movie both thriller and meditation 


personal identity. 

some murkiness and film- 
school pretentiousness here. act 
homage, Wenders has cast two Amer- 
ican directors (Nicholas Ray and Samuel 
Fuller) minor roles, and they both 
make very mannered and obvious actors. 
But the signs mastery are here, too. His 
choice city landscapes (in New York, 
Paris, Hamburg) not only expressive, 
it’s revelatory: this post-modern world 
skyscrapers and subways everything 
seems American. fine director real 
actors, Wenders gets greater psycholo- 
gical intensity from Ganz and Hopper 
(two actors altogether different style 
and method) than they have ever shown 
before. The murder scenes, which in- 
volve the terrors felt ordinary 
man acting violently, disturb 
realize how much are rooting for Ganz 
get away with it. Wenders gives prom- 
ise being master suspense like 
Hitchcock, but master with rest- 
lessly philosophical mind well. 

Although Wenders’s film firmly 
rooted film history, it’s certainly not 
derivative style. The Taviani brothers, 
the other hand, have done something 
very solid but essentially old-fashioned. 
Padre Padrone, which won the Golden 
Palm Cannes, somber, earnest, 
deeply felt account young boy’s des- 
perate struggle free himself from his 
father’s domination and from the fiercely 
clannish way life his native Sar- 
dinia. Yanked out school early 
age his father, who puts him work 
tending the family’s sheep, waits for 
years lonely, miserable, illiterate be- 
fore making his escape the Italian 
mainland. Starved for books and know- 
ledge, seizes words his salva- 
tion, and eventually becomes professor 
linguistics. Based autobiograph- 
ical work Gavino Ledda (he appears 
the beginning and end the movie 
narrator), Padre Padrone held ten- 
sion ambivalent attitude 
towards that domineering, calculating 
peasant father who wanted keep him 
illiterate and dependent for his entire life. 
nightmare come life, the 
old man beats his son with stick; one 


moment excessive rage, beats him 


with dead snake. Clearly are meant 
split between horror and admiration; 
unlike the rest us, this brutal old man 
knows exactly who and what 
stands for, and presumably his son has 
grown knowing the same things. 


the very end, the successful linguistics 
professor returns his village stay, 
and realize how thoroughly the film 
split between anger rural primitivism 
and nostalgia for its harsh simplicities. 


brutalities Padre Padrone leave 
one awed and shaken: there’s real pas- 
sion them.

Nothing but can sug- 
gest Martin’s expressive and crucial 
physicality; television can frame im- 
peccable close-up impartial long-shot. 

His style amenable the medium: 
Martin bad ad-libbing, and repea- 
tedly interviews about the 
way the reactions throw off 
his mood and occasionally his timing. 
Television, rigorous and censorious, pro- 


vides him with controlled environment 


that suits him well and nearly all his 


material can performed without video 
sanitizing. 

And finally, television the best place 
experience Martin because the irony 
all: Martin’s TV-reared audience re- 
veres him for the great 
cliches, from vacuous patter vacuous 
moral values, can explode with ap- 
parently effortless ease. 

There almost resonance Mar- 
work, and that one its revela- 
tions: intends render the utter 
superfluity, the banality, telling jokes.

Gorey’s Dracula

DRACULA. Dramatized Hamilton 
Deane and John Balderston from Bram 
Stoker’s novel. Directed Dennis Rosa.

Gorey’s the champagne 
Draculas: elegant, dry, impeccably 
stylish. Frank Langella, the thirsty 
Count, ghastly chic that one mar- 
basic black; this Dracula seems less likely 
suck than sip his sanguinary sus- 
tenance through lips sensuous 
Helen’s, and his crypt must surely hid- 
den the basement dry 
Yet there power behind Langella’s pal- 
lor, and almost Byronesque sense 
suffering. Bela Lugosi seems gauchely 
ghoulish comparison, and much 
more the immigrant. this arty produc- 
tion which last journeying 
Broadway from Nantucket, where 
made its debut, less elaborate form, 
four summers ago even the omni- 
present bats seem pedigreed. 
Artist/absurdist Edward Gorey, best- 
known for his lavishly 
ingly illustrated Gothic novellas, has 
created eerie and utterly haute scenic 
frame for the standard Deane/Balder- 
ston adaptation, set the 1920s, Drac- 
ula. Everything black, white, gray 
and ornamented with the winged, furry 
mammals that are the vampire’s trade- 
mark-disguise. giant scalloped bat 
hovers dome over the proceedings 
and countless others peer myopically 
from the wallpaper, the velvet sofa pil- 
lows, the fluted table legs, even the resi- 
dent lunatic’s Japanesey pajamas. Bats 
chubby cherubs hold the canopy 
sacrificial virgin Lucy bed 
balconied boudoir exquisitely decorated 
Transylvanian Provincial. They are 
woven into the intricate, almost colorless 
Gorey landscape like into 
Hirschfeld drawing. And for shock value 
perhaps just satisfy Gorey whim, 
single scarlet accents are insinuated into 
every scene; this especially effective 
the final act when, just after sexual 
initiation the vampire, Lucy appears 
pink-cheeked and wearing clingy white 
silk slip garment with glittering 
blood-red teardrop the thigh. 
Probably the most complimentary 
thing that can said about this Drac- 
ula, the whole, that lives its 
scenery. Director Dennis Rosa resists the 
urge camp the hoary tale horror 
turn into merely kinky erotic 
exercise, many modern interpreters 
have done. the Wilbur Dracula 
quaffed straight, though nonetheless 
proves pretty ticklish going down what 
with lines like me, footfall 
not heavy,” come me, John; 
I’m unclean” and horrible un- 
dead thing is, lying there.’’ Often sheer 
familiarity, combined with the melodra- 
matic nature the material, will pro- 
duce chuckles top prickles, when 
Dracula, sleek raven cape and pompa- 
dour, makes his entrance, pausing preg- 
nantly the threshold utter the re- 
quisite But this not 
the lugubrious drip- 
ping with foreboding, creature-fea- 
ture host; the greeting consum- 
mate gentleman who knows he’s lady- 
killer, and provokes surprised, ner- 
vous laughter. Later, when the wolf- 
bane-wielding good guys trap Dracula 
the drawing room just before sunrise and 
endeavor keep him there, anticipating 
that will crumble cockcrow, Langel- 
protracted decline part Swan Lake 
and part fighter the ropes both 
dazzling and funny. This last because Dr. 
Van Helsing spends the entire scene an- 
nouncing, all seriousness, the number 
seconds left until zero hour 
were Cape Canaveral. mean, know 
there’s Count down, but this ridic- 
ulous.) Yet never does the vampire any 
his terror-stricken, starchily English 
adversaries hint that they detect silliness 
any situation. One and all continue, 
what ridiculous creaking turn the 
old script first performed Broad-

way years ago may take, treat 
their circumstances dire. 

Perchance director Rosa perceives 
Dracula with its hard-fought, utterly 
unsubtle struggle between the forces 
good and intelligent, magnetic male- 
volence gloomier, cloak-and-hickey 
cousin Star Wars, with the same sort 
appeal escape-happy America. This 
watched the bearded Van Helsing, who 
believes that superstition stronger than 
science and packs laminated com- 
munion wafer prove it, stand his 
ground against angry Dracula. When 
thundered with ministerial intensity 
power greater than the half- 
expected him turn audience-ward and 
intone, Force with me.” (Cer- 
tainly, Rosa wants pick this 
notion, Renfield the self-abasing, in- 
sect-eating crazy Dr. and Van 
care but secretly serving ap- 
prenticeship with the vampire could 
reinterpreted whining Wookie.) 

for eroticism, this Dracula’s 
the 1940s-film variety all undone but- 
tons, exposed throat, Fredericks Holly- 
wood, and suggestion. The climactic 
scene which the vampire, like com- 
bined incarnations Rhett Butler and 
slides the spellbound Lucy out 
her peekaboo peignoir, envelops her 
his voluminous cape, and seemingly 
spirits her onto the cold satiny bed, there 
mingle their blood shimmering 
pool amber light, absolutely stun- 
ning.

would nice, though.) Richard Kava- 
naugh, mannered actor late Provi- 
dence’s Trinity Square company, has 
probably his finest, certainly his most 
flamboyant, hour the rabid Renfield, 
who slurps down flying insects mid- 
conversation after the manner ant- 
eater. Ann Sachs’s Lucy tremulous and 
yet substantial, sort corn-fed Lillian 
Gish. And numbering among the sane 
and unsullied are Alan Coates and Dil- 
lon Evans, who turn nicely modulated 
performances the distraught fiance and 
father the lovely victim, and Jerome 
Dempsey, whose bushy-browed Van 
Helsing balances like skilled (albeit 
portly) acrobat the perilous line divid- 
ing Dark Shadowy shtick from genuine 
fanaticism.

ing ineffectually post-war despair. 

Clearly Beckmann modeled 
Borchert, the playwright, who served 
German soldier the Russian front and 
was jailed twice for criticizing the war 
letters home. returned Germany 
seriously ill but managed produce 
some stories, chronicle modern 
German alienation, before dropping dead 
1947 the ripe old age 26. Outside 
the Door macabre, somewhat heavy- 
handedly nihilistic treatment disorien- 
tation, crippling guilt and godlessness 
Borchert’s only play. episodic and 
tersely satiric the manner Brecht but 
more reminiscent tone Strind- 
expressionistic plays or, men- 
tioned, Woyzeck. Interestingly, Bor- 
chert tempers his deep despondency with 
vaudeville elements much Beckett 
would several years later somewhat 
more imaginatively, less literally 
Waiting for Godot. But unlike 
chert’s pessimism closely tied his 
own limited and souring experience 
which perhaps why his work not 
well-known. has taken the Vietnam 
war the first from which American sol- 
diers returned, vanquished, society 
sick death what they stood for 
make Borchert accessible us. took 
Reality Theater, which last season intro- 
duced the likewise obscure and grim 
German playwright Franz Xaver Kroetz, 
bring him Boston. And their pro- 
duction Outside the Door once 
harrowing and spare. 


begins quietly, with expository 
speech old washer woman who re- 
presents the River Elbe, whose 
swampy bosom many disillusioned 
young Germans long rest their 
cut heads. But the Elbe brooks non- 
sense; she belches poor Beckmann right 
sneering his comparatively 
paltry suffering. This sequence inven- 
tively crudely staged Reality The- 
ater, with the aspiring suicide teetering 
the edge black enameled bathtub 
while character called the Undertaker 
prosaic stand-in, the Grim 
Reaper himself, and satiated with sur- 
cease that belches every third word 
holds forth casually Thornton 
Wilder’s Stage Manager about the utter 
inconsequence death. Finally Beck- 
mann collapses into the tub, whereupon 
Mother Elbe shiffles her mules, 


slops pail dirty water over him, and 
calls him Then 
she has him unceremoniously deposited 
her henchmen beach tumbling 
mats. When the lights come again 
the beached Beckmann not one tor- 
but two, locked acrobatic combat: 
one lachrymose, the other more de- 
termined, optimistic sort who also wears 
gas mask glasses.
